LATEST NEWS FROM ANNAM. 


To the Editor of the “ Curva Mam.” 


CHINAMAN, returned from a port in 

Annam, has made certain statements 

regarding late events in that country to the 
fo! lowing effect : 

The Fronch Naval Expedition, he says, 
after cay turing Tung-king, were about to 
restore the country io the Ammamese. dust 
then, however, it happened unexpectedly 
that 0 certain merchant, having had a qnar- 
re! with an Annamese official, was excented 
by the Annmuese Sovermnent, Tt is said 
that merchant way Hung Tai-Ink (Ng Chi 
Lock) who had come from the Sunth 
(Straits) and was a British anbject. After 
his execution, the Annamese officials said 
that they were really unaware at the time 
of the nationality of that person." But the 
French officials on the spot are said to lave 
declared that it was a caie which concernel 
them, and to have anned that, having now 
for seven years had a Treaty with Anon 
regarding the opening of thy trvle route to 
Yunnan, which after all ‘had not been open- 
ed yet, they had now come with their ygon- 
boats to Lave this matter atterded to, yet, 
as Hung Tai-luk, a British subject whe h: ad 
in a wudden fit of insanity acted in an ex- 
traordinary mauner, had been put to denth 
by the Annamese, the probability now was 
that England would take advantage of this 
caso ty inturfere in the whole «lair; bat 
irutoas this trade ronte had already been 
taken in hand by France, which had done 
so much for it, it might now by impossible 
to prevent Eng): and twing this pretext to 
inteffere and dispute the route which 
stould then have reverently to he offered by 
the Annawese to the English, aud that 
therofore tho interesta of both, Annat and 
Franco, had been grievously injured. 

The above atatemunts have been made to 
ug in all circumstantiality, hunt thinking 
them over carefully they to be like 
ill-founded gossip. Hung Tni-luk was bit 
a commercial adventurer, a Chinaman by 
birth, thongh he give himself out for a 
British subject, Bunt there is ne proof 
whatever fur this assertion. At the tine 
the French ttoeops were stil! in Tonquin, 
and the provincial anthorities of Annan 
were at the time anxiously engaged in 
guarding and protecting the country, Tar- 
lak, however, acted in such a reckless man- 
ner as to cause people ta suspact and dread 
him, so that those iu charge of the peace of 
the locality could not possihly ablow bin 
to continue his proc Their activ 
was therefore entirely 
the requirements of internation: 
to England, ghe invarinbly acts in an honest 


of amity towards other countries, go that 
the above suggestion is too trifling to de- 
serve her consideration; and as to the 
French officials they certainly uever uged 
tho words attributed to them as above, If 
there were, however, realy such words 
uscd, they bore probably quite a different 
vonstruction, and the probability is. that | 
the person who heard something of the 
sort misunderstood the purport, and thus 
falsified the meaning he put in the mouth 
of the French officials.

woman und clildren, His Excellency the , 
Administrator has beon plossed to approve 
of thie following rulos which oro horeby 
published for genoral information. 


Rules for the Society for the Protection of 
. Women and Children. 
1. The object of the Socicty is to assist 
in the suppression of the crime of kidnap- 
ping, and to provide for tho rescue and 
restoration of kidnapped women and child- 
ren. 
2. Tho Society shall consist of members 
who subscribé ten dollars or upwards, re- 
sidents in tho Colony. 

3. The Society shall have an Office in 
Hongkong. 

4. Tho affairs of the Society shall be. 
managed by a Committee of ten members, 
whe ahall be residents in the Calany. 

& The Committee shall he elected an- 
nually, but vacuncies caused by death or 
absence from the Colony may be filled up 
from time to time. ; i 

6. Members of tho retiring Committes 
will be eligible for re-election, but no 
member can be a member of the Cunmmittee 
for more than three years in succession. 

7. Tho uames of members elocted on the 
Committee shall he submitted to the 
Governor within a week after the election. 

8. Tho Committee shall elect from 
amongst ita members a President, a Vico- 
Presidont and a Treasurer. Daring the 
temporary absence of any of these Office 
Bearers the next senior womber of the 
Committee will take his place. 

9. The President or Vice-President or 
Treasurer and two other, members «hal 
form a Quorn of the Commitice, 7 

10. There shall be an_Annual Meeting of 
the Society to be held at the Office in the 
month of. ae ; 

11. At-the Annual Meeting, the election 
of the Comunittee shall tale place, and the. 
ongoing Committee shall preacnt a report 
of its proreadings far the preceding year, 
including # complete statement of the finan 
cial position of the Suciety, duly andited, 

12, The Suciety will endeavour by cor- | 
respordence and inquiry to assist in the 
detection and bringing to justice of persons 
guilty of kidnapping and kindred offences. j 
The Society will also endeavour, by the ! 
estublishniont of a Home in Hongkong, to | 
provide temporary accomuindation for des- | 
titute women and children. who may be 
rescied fram illegal custody. The Soeicty | 
will also endeaveur to restore resened wo- 
men and children to their relatives and in | 
case of those who are friendless, to mnake ! 
auch provision as may be proper for their: 
welfare. 

13. Detective and other Constables umy, 
from time to time, be place, at the service 
of the Society upon such conditions as may 
be danctionel hy the Governor. 

14. Detectives and Constables employed 
by the Society shall act only under written 
instructions signed by the President or 
Vice-President of the Suciety. 

18. The Committee first elected shall ap- 
point four of their umber to be Trustees, 
and such Trustees shall be the Lessees of 
any Crown Lease granted by the Govern- 
mont to the Society for the purpose uf the 
Suciety.

round,
